fho Mouse, Is spending Itself against 
the stout und Intelligent, defense of the 
I-'rciicb. The observers point out that 
vlim thu assailant realizes that he has 
failed to attain his objective he invari- 
ably delivers an extended assault with 
great violence before lapsing Into nor- 
inul trench warfare.

ber 10, live days before thp battle end- 
ed and the first French battle In Cham- 
pagne on March 18, 101G, also closud 
with a violent assault. In these oper- 
ations the assailants hoped to surprise 
the defender by an unexpected effort 
and to wrest from him by taking him 
unawares the reward ot tholr own sac- 
rifices, General Pt-taln, the French 
roiotnunder at Verdun, was not caught 
nupping but foresaw the possibility of 
E'icli u move and strengthened his line 
In anticipation of it.

show charging 50 cents admission and 
$10 for each separate show. For shows 
charging less than 50 cents admission 
tho license Is $50 and SIO for each 
additional show. If a show plays two 
days tho foes are cut'in half for the 
second performances.-
